Fou nd That Organisms Are 
Doing Harm to Crops. 


(Prepared by the United Stateo Department 
o f Agriculture.) 
That the thorou gh cleaning of seed 
may be of ad v antage in ad d ition to its 
v alu e in controlling weed s has been 
¡shown in recent inv estigations by the 
United States Department of Agricu l­ 
tu re. 
While stu d y ing in some of the 
alfalfa and clov er regions of the north­ 
west certain stem d iseases of these 
crops cau sed by nemas, organisms d o­ 
ing great d amage to many farm and 
gard en crops, it was fou nd that some 
of the minu te parasites ad here to the 
seed s, and in that way may be intro­ 
d u ced into new field s or Into other 
parts of the cou ntry . 
It was learned that the first clean­ 
ing d id not remov e the infection and 
that recleaning cou ld not be d epend ed 
u pon to remov e the d anger. 
Howev er, 
when seed of these crops wras re­ 
cleaned a second time, making three 
cleanings in all, practically all the or­ 
ganisms were scou red off. 
Dr. N. A Cobb, in charge of the 
nema inv estigations being carried on 
by the d epartment, thinks these re­ 
su lts are an ind ication that great thor­ 
ou ghness in cleaning seed may bring 
large retu rn« in red u cing-the ex tent 
of v ariou s plant d iseases. 
It Is ev i­ 
d ent, in the light of these resu lts, that 
from now on farmers shou ld consid er 
the clenningv of seed as hav ing a mu ch 
greater v alu e than the mere remov al 
of weed seed s and those of low v l* 
ability . 


Flat Bottomed Hav rack 
Best for Mov ing Silage 
Bu y ing and hau ling silage from one 
farm to another is not a v ery common 
practice, for it is heav y , bu lky , su b­ 
ject to spoilage and many farmers d o 
not care to sell their silage ex cept in 
case of necessity . 
One farmer pu r­ 
chased qu ite a bit of silage this way 
for his d airy herd of 15 to 20 head 
and hand led it su ccessfu lly . 
Some­ 
times he had to hau l it fou r or fiv e 
miles so that he d id not care to make 
a trip more than once ev ery two or 
three d ay s. 
The best method of hau ling he has 
fou nd Is on a flat-bottomed hay rack 
with sid es abou t eighteen inches high. 
When hau led In a high wagon box or 
grain box , the silage seems to heat 
more than It d oes if hau led on the 
nay rack. 
He can hau l more on the 
hay rack which is an ad v antage in 
keeping the silage from spoiling on 
top in the silo from one time to an­ 
other. 
The rack hold s well ov er a 
ton so that abou t six inches is re­ 
mov ed from the top each time. Keep­ 
ing the silage lev el and packed on 
fop helps preserv e the silage in the 
silo. 
When the silage Is hau led home, 
the wagon is pu lled right into 
the 
bam, ou t of the light and wind . 
The 
silage is then fed ju st the same as 
he feed s it from his own silo, feed ing 
alway s from the top of the rack and 
keeping it abou t lev el u ntil the load 
is u sed u p. 


Apples Not Looked Upon 
as Wond erfu l Hog Feed 
Some y ears ago the Utah Ex peri­ 
ment station cond u cted some ex peri­ 
ments feed ing apples along with skim 
milk and mid d lings to hogs. 
In one 
case 6 5 -pou nd hogs were u sed at the 
start, which when fed on the av erage 
6 .0 pou nd s apples, 6.8 pou nd s skim 
milk and 3.4 pou nd s of mid d lings per 
d ay , gained 1.8 pou nd s d aily per pig. 
Similar pigs fed no apples bu t the 
same amou nt of skim milk and fiv e 
pou nd s mid d lings per d ay gained 1.9 
pou nd s 
d aily per pig. 
With 
skim 
milk 
worth 
40 cents per hu nd red 
pou nd s 
and mid d lings $1.8 0, 
the 
apples were worth 14.2 cents per 100 
pou nd s. In another trial, in 
which 
heav ier, or 115 -pou nd , pigs were u sed 
at the start, and similar rations fed , 
100 pou nd s of apples were worth 27 
cents. 
Thu s the larger pigs mad e 
economical u se of the apples. 
One 
hu nd red pou nd s apples replaced and 
therefore were worth from 10 to 14 
pou nd s concentrates. 
In still another 
trial when no skim 
milk was 
fed , 
apples prov ed worth somewhat more 
tlian 
pastu re. With hogs and 
corn 
high, 
apples hav e correspond ingly 
higher v alu es, bu t they shou ld not or­ 
d inarily be looked u pon as any v ery 
wond erfu l hog feed .
